When that 
rebellion is ended the troops, will gar- 
rison the most dangerous points to see 
that the insurgent element does not 
tgain attempt to intimidate the people.

Chicago Inter-Ocean—W. K. Hearst, 


who declares himself a democratic ex- 
pansionist, has published in the San 
Francisco Examiner what he calls an 
open letter to the president. The main 
object of this Iptter is to secure the re- 


. moval of General Otis accl the transfer 


to the Philippines some general who is 
a presidential possibility. 
Such' a man 


in Manila, Mr. Hearst believes, would 
make McKinley a presidential certainly. 
All this is preliminary to the statement 
that the president sent Otis to Manila 
because he is too weak to be a president- 
ial possibility.'' 


It will be seen that Mr. Hearst would 


bring all military and naral operations 
down to the level of a political campaign. 
He fails utterly to comprehend that the 
president has had the interests of the 
country in mind. He shows his ignor- 
ance of the history of the war -and of 
military usage, just as do most pf those 
clamoring for the removal, of General 
Otis. Now, what are the facts? • 


When Admiral Dewey 
asked 
for 


troops • to assist in the 
capture of 


Manila the command of the department 
was assigned to the major general in the 
regular army ranking next to General 
Miles. When the assignment of Gen- 
eral Merritt to the Philippines was an 
Bounced there was general satisfaction. 
No one thought .of politics, but there 
was a feeling in the army, that, with 
the great opportunity before him, Mer- 
xitt might come back a lieutenant gen- 
eral.

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After a quiet sleep of more than 75 


years the little village of

fierce was the tremendous boom and 
so rich in promise was the hitherto 
undiscovered treasure of this bit of 
woodland. It was no time at all until 
the noise of the steam whistle, the 
thirsty, rasping sounds of the derrick 
walking beam and the steady crunch- 
Ing of great drills pounding away for 
hundreds of feet toward the center of

scurrying to the dense thickets of pink 
blossomed laurel and thick underbrush 
far up the sides of the mountain.

sand. To this gi'eat plunger or hammer 
is attached a bit G iuchos in diameter 
and weighing more than 300 pounds. 
This long plunger is attached to a 
heavy luaulla. rope about 2% inches in 
diameter. This rope is in turn attach- 
ed to a great windlass, which can bo 
reeled out for hundreds of feet by 
means of brakes and controlled m 
easily as a fishing rod in the hands oC 
an expert. When the proper amount of 
rope has. been played out to allow the 
steel plunger with the tempered bit to 
pound away at tlie bottom of the hole, 
the rope is attached to a heavy walk- 
ing-beam, the same as that used on a 
ferryboat. As this walking beam goes 
up and down it raises and drops the 
steel plunger with such force that, it 
goes grinding its way turough saud, 
gravel or solid rock. 


The driller is in constant danger. It 


was only a few days ago that one of 
the experienced men was caught in the 
rope which runs from the great wind- 
lass with lightning rapidity and crush- 
ecl to death. Then there is danger that 
this windlass may, from the tremen- 
dous strain, be jerked straight through 
the framework of the derrick. This is 
one of the times that the driller must 
take to the woods at short notice and 
'at record breaking speed. 


"Shooting" an oil well is a branch of 


the business that teems with excite- 
ment from start to finish. When the 
"shooter," or man who explodes the 
nitroglj-cerin, arrives he goes'as calm- 
ly about his business as if he were a 
street sweeper, but he is carrying at 
least his own life in his hand, and gen- 
erally all those within a considerable 
radius. This man drives up to the lit- 
.tle shanty where some thousand quarts 
of nitroglycerin are stored, goes in and 
loads his wagon with this most terrific 
explosive and with it drives like .lehu 
to the well which is waiting to be shot.

.oadefl shell he lets Gown to the bottom 
of the shaft, and then others, the num- 
ber depending upon the amount of ex- 
plosives to be used. The lowering of 
:hls deadly stuff is the most dangerous 
part of the proceeding, for If It should 
explode—and it sometimes does—be- 
fore it is hundreds of feet.below the 
surface of the earth aud previous to 
the,proper time, tho .derrick will be 
blown into toothpicks and iu all prob- 
ability 
many 
persons killed. 
One 


thing sure, the "shooter" can have no 
cliauce for his life. .On the top of the 
last shell are placed some gun caps, 
and then all is ready for the explosion. 


The Instrument used for exploding 


the caps is a triangular kind of flying 
wedge made of iron and weighing 
about 20 pounds. 
This instrument is 


called a "go devil,"- aud it called'so 
with excellent reason. This "go devil" 
is dropped in the top of the shaft, and 
as soon as it is started ou its mission 
the dropper takes to the woods. 


For perhaps a minute—it seeras like 


half an hour—after the ','go devil" has 
started ou its long chase down tho 
shaft you can hear it. although it may 
be imagination, until finally the ground 
shakes under you. Then there is the 
noise of 'the exploding of the caps, aud 
then a deep, miimed boom. This is in 
turn followed by a raspiiig noise, and 
the oil shaft seems to be choking. It 
Is. In a few seconds this choking noise 
develops into a. throbbing, vibration, 
and then barrels and barrels of oil, 
clouds of sand, a "go devil" blown in- 
to a thousand pieces and water go 
crashing through the mouth of the oil 
well,-straight to the top of the derrick 
and perhaps a hundred feet above. 


For some seconds it shoots In this 


way, rushing fro'ja the narrow confines 
of the iron tubing with a mighty roar, 
going higher and higher, until having 
readied its. zenith it gradually sinks 
again, the bound and fettered slave of 
man.

Lady Tighe was only 12 years old at 


the time i of this tragically interrupted 
ball. Probably she .would not have 
been there at all had It riot-been that it 
was her own father, the Duke of Rich- 
mond, who gave the ball. Thus it hap 
pened that, although only a schoolgirl, 
she was present. She danced, too, and 
•with some of the very officers who, re- 
sponding to "the war note of Lochlel," 
rushed out to meet death "where the 


. thickest of war's tempest lowered.' 


But while the ball lasted she was in a 
glow of excitement and tremendously 
Interested in the brilliant affair.

' has many ties that bind her to Ireland 
Her father became lord lieutenant 
there so long ago as 1807, when the 
Duke of Wellington, then Arthur Wel- 
lesley, as chief secretary (1S07-0) to her 
father, used to ride put with her nud 
her sister in Phoenix park.

June 15 he gave the famous ball which 
has immortalized her ami placed her 
In the position of being the only wom- 
an of modern times whoso name Is In- 
dissolubly connected with a British 
battle. 


Two .hundred guests were Invited, 


Including 50 ladies, and tliey assem- 
bled in the big room where Lady 
Louisa and her sister learned their les- 
sons and played battledoor and shuttle- 
cock. Lady Louisa, then a schoolgirl 
of 12, was present at that historic fes- 
tival,-which her kinsman, Lord Byron, 
has rendered doubly famous in "Childe 
Harold." 
Her sister (her senior by. 


eight years), the late Lady de Ros, who 
died in 1801, at the age of over 96, 
wrote a very interesting account of 
the ball ten years ago. 


The story is too familiar to be retold. 


Two of Lady Louisa's brothers fought 
In the battle, while she and her sisters 
and their mother waited eagerly for 
the news of the victory and then 
nursed the sick 'and dying who were 
brought,into Brussels. 
\ 


In 1825 she married the Right 


Hon. William Frederick Pownes Tighe 
of Woodstock. "Oue Who Has 'Kept a 
Diary" told us last year that her moth- 
er remarked of the match, "Poor 
Louisa is going to. make a shocking; 
marriage—a man called Tiggy, my 
dear—a saint and a. rSclical." Mr. Tlghe 
died in 187S, so that Lady Louisa has 
been one and twenty 3Tears a widow. 
One by one her brethren have slippe' 
away, so that she almost alone n 
mains from among-those who were at 
the Brussels ball.
